Mr. Harley, who was occaſionally a member of the 
club, as appears by his humourous verſes in vol. 
XX. p. 23, it ſeems probable that the Society was not 
formed ſooner than 1910-1, ; and, in'proot of this, it 


actually appears that Swift was newly acquainted - 


with Arbuthnot in March that year. The lighter 
publications of this friendly knot of wits ſeem to 
begin in 1712, and to end in 1714.

Lord 
kecper came in an hour, and they were going 
upon buſineſs. Sol left him, and returned to 
Ars.

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The Whigs are all in triumph; they foretold 
how all this would be, but we thought it 
boaſting.

« Chriſtmas;” and ſhe kept her word, al- 
though ſhe meant 1t otherwiſe. She had all 
forts of amiable qualities; and no ill ones, 
but the indiſcretion of too much neglecting 
her own affairs.

ended. Many people are offended that the bills 
were dropt, and not rejected, and the authors of 
the ſcheme left unpuniſhed. It was abſolutely 
impoſſible to have carried it otherwiſe. You have 
heard, Sir Robert Walpole, and one or two more 
coming out of the houſe, were inſulted. A 
few of that rabble have been ſeized, with the 
ringleader, who proves to be a Norfolk man; 
no enemy to Exciſes, but an entire dependant 
upon the outraged perſon. Though the re- 
joicings were as great and as univerſal as ever 
were known, there was no violence, except 
the breaking a very few windows, W hole own=- 
ers had ſhewn an untimely thrift of their can- 
dles. I foretold Henley what hisjoking would 
come to; but the mayor of Southampton iin- 
me diately printed his real letter, which was 
ſhort, and extremely proper. His deſigned 
opponent at the next election, having voted 
tor the exciſe, will not dare to ſhew himfelt 
in the corporation; and Henley, after the di- 
viſion, thanked him for having, by that vote,

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I agreee with you that I had the happineſs 
of learning honeſt principles carly, from a ſett 


of 


his god-father, Mr. Settle, the city poet, who after- 
wards apprenticed him to a printer; which buſineſs. 
he long praiſed with reputation and ſucceſs. He was 
honoured with the particular friendſhip of lord Bo- 
lingbroke ; who introduced him to the earl of Ox- 
ford, the duke of Ormond, Dr. Swift, Dr, Arterbury, 
Mr. Prior, and many other of the moſt diſtinguiſhed 
characters for rank and abilities. He conſequently 
printed the Examiners, and many other parts of this 
colleaion. He was printer of The Votes, of The 
Gazctte, and to the city of London (which latter 
employment he bought for five hundred pounds); and, 
through the recommendation of his nobl2 friends, 
obtained the reverhon of the patent of printer to her 
majeſty queen Are. Six thouſand guineas had been 
offered to the earl of Oxford for the reverſion ; but 
he generouſly gave it to Mr, Barber, with an aſſu- 
Tance, © That his merit had had great weight with tha 
ce queen herſclt, who preferred that to all other con- 
„ fideraiions.” This reverſion Mr, Bay ver many years 
after ſold for a very conſiderable ſum, In the remark - 
able year 1720, he added confiderably to his wealth, 


by an attention to the fluctuating Sourh Sea ſtock ; 


though it was ſuppoſed his ſucceſs was not owing 
entirely to chance, He was agent to ſeveral of his 
friends in theſe tranſactions; and paid ſome of them 
ſeveral thouſand pounds, after they were fully ſatiſ- 
fied with the profits they had received. Mr, #arber 
was ſoon after (in 1722) choſen alderman of Ce- 
Baynard ward; and purchaſed the houſe at Zaſt- Seen, 
which had been the ſeat of Sir V. Temple. In hs 
ſhrievalty, 1730, colonel Chartres was capitally con- 

victed; 
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of great men, who will ever be an honour and 


an Ornament to their country: and it 1s my 


greateſt giorv, that in the late affair of tlie 
Exciſe Bill (though I did nothing but my 


duty, and what every honeſt man in my 


Nation would have done) I acted conſiſtent 
with thoſe: honeſt principles; and that my 


enemies, as well as friekals. have generally 


approved my conduct. And believe me, Sir, 
J ſpeak it with great ſincerity, that when I 


vited; and Mr, Barber and Sir Pobn Williams became 
entitled, asa forfeiture, to about ſeven thouſand pounds

was poverty. Having paſſed through his mayoralty 
with, much cclat, he was the following year a can- 
didate to repreſent the city in _parliainent; but here 
he failed of ſucceſs, his ſpirited oppoſition to the 
exciſe bill having rendcred him obnoxious 'to_ the 
MULLEUY» He died Jan. 25 1740, aged 65. N.
